Northern Sea Otter 


Food Supply 
Checked by Frogmen 


The frogman is helping the nearly extinct 
sea otter to become less so. This was an- 
nounced by the U.S. Fish & Wildlife Service, 
which said the Russians almost exterminated 
the sea otter back in the 1800’s. The frogman 
enlisted in the fight for survival of the sea 
otter is “a diving biologist” equipped with 
self-contained underwater breathing appara- 
tus. He is examining a sea otter feeding range 
in Kuluk Bay, Aleutian Islands, to estimate 
its capacity to feed sea otters. Preliminary 
finding: “Plenty of sea otter food and lots of 
other sea life in which the sea otter has no 
interest.” 


The sea otter is an exuberant animal which 
likes nothing better, when not feeding, than 
to romp with its children in the cold and 
wind-tossed water of Kuluk Bay. It grows to 
be about four feet long and has short legs, a 
blunt cylindrical tail, and large webbed feet. 
It is a champion swimmer and diver. It some- 
times dines at depths of 150 feet. The reason 
the Russians almost exterminated the sea 
otter is that, according to the dictionary, “Its 
pelt furnishes the most valuable of all fur.” 


According to the Wildlife Service, “‘The sea 
otter once could be counted by the tens of 
thousands in Alaskan and North Pacific wat- 
ers.” But in 1804 alone 15,000 sea otter skins, 
valued then at a million dollars, were shipped 
from Sitka, Alaska, to Russia. The United 
States, however, has been protecting the sea 
otter for several decades now, and it is mak- 
ing “a promising comeback.” 

Wildlife Service frogmen have crawled up 
and down 40-foot underwater cliffs and pains- 
takingly taken a census of Kuluk Bay marine 
life to see how the Bay’s small colony of sea 
otters is likely to fare. The sea otter’s favor- 
ite snack is the sea urchin, which was found 
on the Bay floor “in numbers.” Among other 
things also found in numbers was shrimp. 
“But,” the Wildlife Service said, “the sea 
otter is not among those animals which relish 
that particular type of shellfish.” o— 


Long Johns 
Popular 


“Skin diving” just isn’t skin diving any 
more. That’s why so many vacation-bound 
Americans are hauling their woolen “long 
johns” to the sunny seaside resorts. The ex- 
planation is simple, according to Woolens and 
Worsteds of America, a trade association 
which specializes in American-made wool 
products. 

The association reports that long woolen 
underwear is enjoying an unprecedented surge 
of popularity at beaches in the suntan lati- 
tudes because of mounting interest in the 
sport of skin diving. It just takes a little easy 
“trap door” sewing and your “long johns” are 
eminently suitable for public appearances in 
the underwater world. 


American-made long woolen underwear, the 
association explains, provides a natural insu- 
lation against the chilly temperatures encoun- 
tered in the briny deep, since wool holds body 
heat even when wet. It also protects against 
scratches from rocks, barnacles, or scaly- 
tailed mermaids. An association spokesman 
agreed that things were different in grand- 
father’s day. Grandpa always felt that “long 
johns” served a practical winter-time purpose 
and “skin diving” was something the boys 
enjoyed out at the old swimming hole, but 
never bragged about. om

WE COME 
FROM THE 
SEA 


By HANS HASS 











Hans Hass had added another inter- 
esting book to the growing underwater 
library... ““We Come From the Sea.” 
Typical of Hass’ other works, this new 
title is spiced throughout with superb 
underwater action photographs in- 
cluding many first-time-evers. 

Among the first-time-ever photographs, 
Hass shows astounding shots of the ac- 
tivities of the sperm whale, and photo- 
graphically refutes the giant clam— 
stories—when he shoved a dummy plastic 
leg into one of these huge clams. The 
shell snapped shut before Hass could 
pull it free. Using a harpoon as a lever, 
he was unable to pry the shell open, and 
with the assistance brought the shell and 
and leg to shore where the clam’s muscle 
was cut, releasing the hold. The dummy 
leg was cracked in several places, show- 
ing how firmly the thing was held by 
the clam, 

Hass’ lovely wife, Lotte, appears in 
many of the beautiful underwater scenes 
taken during the group’s travels to the 
Red Sea, the Great Barrier Reef, the 
Galapagos Islands, and other spots in 
the Pacific Ocean. 

“We come From the Sea” contains, 
along with the excitement of undersea 
exploration and the author’s superb 
photographs, an impressive amount of 
new scientific information. 

Author of “Diving to Adventure,” 
“Men and Sharks” and “Under the Red 
Sea,” Hass made his first diving expe- 
dition in 1938 in the Mediterranean, 
and is well known as a marine biologist, 
diver, photographer, film director, travel- 
er and undersea hunter.

New Bahamas Islands 
. . 
Spearfishing Regulations 

We have been advised that the Government 
of the Bahama Islands has recently passed 
a law prohibiting the spearing of fish while 
wearing artificial underwater breathing de- 
vices. The law is so interpreted in the Grand 
Bahama Island region, at least, if not else- 
where, so that it is illegal to have guns and 
scuba in the same boat at the same time. 
You therefore have to make up your mind 
in advance whether you will take lungs and 
simply look or take guns and fish while 
snorkeling only. 

Full text of the new spearfishing regu- 
lations are not known at this time and we 
would like to advise all potential diving vaca- 
tionists who are planning a trip to the region 
to check with Bahama Government officials 
for the full details before preparing your 
equipment for the trip. ~-»

Since then 
we've been exposed to the waters of the Great Lakes, stone 
quarr:cs of our native Ohio, Ozark lakes, a memorable trip 
to the tropical waters off La Paz, Baja California, Mexico, 
and our current stamping grounds, the Pacific Ocean. Every- 
one has a favorite spot to dive, I guess, and mine’s a little 
cove near Laguna Beach where the water’s clear and full 
of interesting scenery and animal life. 

Although spearfishing isn’t my dish (I like mine filleted 
with a wedge of lemon), I find plenty to do in the sea. 
A second love—photography—holds a more pleasant idea for 
shooting underwater trophies, and to fulfill this wish I’ve 
an underwater camera housing (preferably one for the 
Wollensak) heading my Christmas list. Hear that Bob—I 
mean Santa? Until then I never cease to be amazed at 
the many things to be seen under the waves. 

That small tyke behind the starfish (Marc, age 19 months) 
appears to be following his folks’ footsteps to the briny 
deep. I can’t keep him out of the water. All I need now 
is a miniature set of fins, a mask and snorkel small enough 
and there will be a trio of Johnsons hitting the depths each 
weekend. The other man in my life is shown ready to hit 
the water off the Palos Verdes coast. 

Generally a bit of this sort is supposed to contain some 
Statistics, i.e. occupation, age, marital status, largest fish 
speared, depth, etc. Well, family info appears above, I’m 
25 years old and hold down a most interesting job, that of 
Associate Editor of SKIN DIVER Magazine. I can’t think 
of a more interesting occupation for a skin diver than to be 
associated with the SKIN DIVER and be in constant con- 
tact with the underwater world. 

Although I haven’t accomplished any extraordinary under- 
water feats, such as spearing a record size fish, setting a 
dept, distance or endurance record, etc., I’m one of several 
million in the world who enjoy donning equipment and 
slipping beneath the surface into the quiet, exciting and 
ever changing sea for a refreshing glimpse of our under- 
water world. >» 
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o_o their trek to the water early in life these 
lads and lassies seem to be quite adept in using 
dad’s diving gear or their own pint size stuff.

The story thus far: In the 
spring of 1958, seven divers 
set out from Long Beach, Cali- 
fornia on the Chiriqui, a large 
ocean racing yacht. They cruised 
along the Coast of Mexico and 
Central America to Costa Rica. 
Here the crew narrowed down 
to five, two men returning to 
the United States. The remain- 
ing crew carried on, out into 
the Pacific, calling at strange 
islands, and diving in some of 
the most remote areas of the 
world. Last month they dived 
on a submerged reef, hundreds 
of miles from the nearest land. 
They had hoped to find pearl 
shell in commercial quantities, 
but instead found only the lone- 
ly reef jutting up from the 
ocean floor, outlined in the ex- 
tremely clear water. After a 
short layover at Mangareva, 
they sailed on toward Tahiti. 








WW WERE only a few miles from Ta- 

hiti, but a rain squall covered the 
island as if the blue waters of the Pa- 
cific were a stage, and the curtain would 
not go up until Tahiti was arranged for 
the final act of our adventure. Our 
sails hung slack and the low swells rolled 
the Chiriqui, causing the close-hauled 
main boom to swing back and forth 
across the deck. Plazi, our skipper, or- 
dered the engine started, and we furled 
all sail save the main. We usually left 
some sail set when under power, to keep 
the rolling to a minimum. 


Then, with all of us on deck, the 
squall covering the island lifted, and 
there appeared one of the most beauti- 
ful sights of my life. Wet from the rain, 
the deep green color of Tahiti flowed 
down from the steep mountain peaks 
and into the blue sea. The coral reef 
caused a white rim of surf, making the 
island colors even more intense. A light 
wind found its way over the peaks of 
Tahiti, swept through the valleys, across 
the cocoanut plantations, then filled 
our mainsail, urging the boat on to the 
pass at Papeete. The Chiriqui was steered 
along parallel to the reef as we watched 
the surf crashing into the coral, spend- 
ing its power, leaving a smooth lagoon 
between the reef and the beach. 


Just before entering the pass, we 
sighted a large schooner sailing off to 
the north, rounding Morea, the little 
island that is just to the north of Tahiti. 
Ramsey Parks checked her through the 
glasses. “It’s the ‘Four Winds’, E. R. 
Cross’ yacht,” he said. How strange it 
was that we were only to get a passing 
glimpse of each other. Both boats were 
from the same home port, both had a 
diving crew, and both were taking un- 
derwater pictures. But, they had a fair 
wind, and were bending on sails for the 
passage to Honolulu. 


The pilot boat met us in the pass and 
soon we were moored, stern to the quay. 
As we walked across the plank onto the 
quay the sights of Papeete filled us with 
anticipation: At least we were here! Ta- 
hitian girls were draping leis about our 
necks, and old friends were shaking our 
hands. The small crowd of us moved 
down the street toward Quinn’s bar 
and we were soon swallowed up in the 
traffic of small French cars, sidewalk 
cafes, bicycles, and all the other things 
that are Tahiti. 


There are two major differences in 
island diving: inside the reef and out- 
side. Usually the lagoon water is very 
calm, but not as clean as the outside. I 
did not see any large fish in my diving 
about Tahiti, but many beautifully col- 
ored small fish dashed about in the 
coral. Visibility is usually sixty to ninety 
feet. The local divers seldom dive out- 
side the reef, but many young men earn 
their living spearfishing. They paddle 


or sail about the lagoon in ouitri 
diving along the inside of the reef. The 
local coffinmaker manufactures an ¢. 
cellent wooden speargun. An arhbalete 
head and rubbers fit on for power, and 
the shaft lies in a groove that runs the 
full length of the spear. The tr. 2ger js 
similar to the arbalete, but homemade, 
and the catch for the shaft has no hous 
ing. The shaft sits on the releze, the 
pull of the rubbers being eno gh to 
hold it in place until the tri ger js 
pulled. Although I did not have the 
opportunity to try it, I am sure t' ¢ avid 
spearfisherman can have high ad\ -nture 
on the outside of the reef. Hee the 
coral drops steeply away into deep water, 
and large schools of tuna son *times 
swarm by. I have seen a two h: ndred 
pound blue fin tuna brought ir‘o the 
market place, caught by natives (hook 
and line) in their canoes just . utside 
the pass. Of course, the spearing would 
be done with a canoe in close . :tend. 
ance, due to sharks, which abound every. 
where in these warm, tropical .aters. 


The local people, especially t 
tives, do not care for underwater 
ratus. This is due to the many ac 
that have occurred from the bend 
water is warm and clear, and r 
warm even at great depths. How « asy it 
is to wander on down just a few more 
feet! I went lung diving, just sightsceing, 
in about fifty feet of water. Plazi Miller 
accompanied me. We drifted along, feel- 
ing no discomfort, in the warm water on 
the outside of the reef. I noticed the 
exhalation bubbles beginning to tinkle 
as they raced out of the regulator. What 
the hell! A quick glance at my depth 
gauge showed us to be at one hundred 
and fifty feet! It is hard to convince 
yourself that there could be any harm in 
the depth, when one is so comfortable 
and the bottom is so interesting. We 
worked our way back up the reef and 
decompressed in the shallows.

Days of island living passed into time 
much as the waves pass across the reef. 
We had decided to end the cruise, s0 
each of us went our separate ways. 
Lowell Thompson, with a native crew, 
took the Chiriqui back to the United 
States. Ramsey Parks sailed on another 
Yacht, the “Altair”. After calling at 
Bora Bora and many other islands, they 
finally made port in Honolulu. Plazi 
Miller and Jack Russel are still out 
there, probably sitting in the shade of 
a palm-thatched roof, watching the trade 
wind ripple across the lagoon as the 
native girls stir up another drink for 
them. Me? Well, I bounced around to 
Samoa, Fiji, Hawaii, and finally ended 
up in Southern California. But it’s un- 
der my skin now. I can’t stay here much 
longer; as long as there is a horizon, } 
feel that I must see what lies beyon: it, 
or under it. THE END.

Championship will be held in Malta 
waters between 13th and 18th August 
1959. 

The organziation of the Competition 
has been committed to the Malta Sub- 
aqua Club’s care, under the patronage 
of the local Tourist Agency and the dis- 
tinguished patronage of His Excellency 
the Governor of Malta and His Grace 


the Archbishop of Malta. 


Each nation participating may send a 
team of four competitors and a Direc- 
tor. The Competition will be held ac- 
cording to the International Regulation 
prevoiusly applied in the former cham- 
pionships. 

The following pieces of information 


are brought to the knowledge of the 
titors and observers. In August, 
sea-water is 80 degrees Farenheit (about 
26.5° centigrade). The depth of sea- 
bottoms within the area of events varies 
from eight metres—where it is already 
possible to have interesting catches—to 
10 metres and more. There are big pos- 
sibilities in the middle depths, from 10 
to 20 metres, where one finds specimens 
whose size and quantity go on increas- 
ing with the depth.

These bottoms are generally rocky, 
with small sand stretches here and there. 
Except for a few places covered with 
marine plants, and never bigger indeed 
than one square metre, these bottoms 
are deprived of any sea-weeds. 

The water is generally very limpid. 
The visibility is good and reaches to 35 
or 40 metres according to the currents 
whic!) are usually negligible, their speed 
seldom exceeding 2 knots. 

The sea-fauna of these shores is com- 
pose! of the following species: Grouper, 
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Amberjack, Sarr, Sea Crow, Parrot Fish, 
Sea Bass, Grey Mullot, Golden Wrasso, 
Green Wrasse, Moray Eel, Toothed 
Bream, Gunard, Salp, Barrakuda-Pike, 
Dorado, Dogfish and Tunney Fish. 

Competitors will be put up in an 
army camp suitably converted into a 
championship camp, situated within 500 
metres from start of competition. They 
will receive free board and lodging for 
the six days 13-18 August both days in- 
clusive. They will be allowed in the 
camp on the 9th August to the 20th 
August, at a nominal charge of £1 per 
day per person, inclusive of full board. 
These latter dates may be extended in 
accordance with the popular demand. 
Supporters will be allowed to stay at the 
camp at the same nominal charge from 
the 9th to the 20th August. Lady sup- 
porters will not be allowed to sleep in 
the camp, but a special camp will be set 
up for them, Conditions in the camp 
will be quite reasonable and it is hoped 
that a building per nation or at most 
one building for two nations will be 
allotted. The rooms will be furnished 
with a bed and mattress and some fur- 
niture. Washing and toilet facilities will 
be quite good. 

Frogmen from the Navy School of 
Diving will be made available by: the 
Army, medical services by the Army and 
the St. John’s ambulance brigade. Most 
of the rowing boats will come from the 
Navy and others from private individ- 
uals. 

Besides the contribution of the Con- 
federation which includes a challenge 
cup for the first man in and the first 
country in, plus two smaller cups for 
the second and third country and sec- 
ond and third individuals and a souve- 
nir plaque or Medal for all competitors, 
the organization will obtain from local 
sources approximately 10 other hand- 
some challenge cups.

None of the charts showed the wreck. 
Yet, there it was, encrusted in centuries 
of marine debris. One member of the 
club poked a gun into the ship's ribs 
and found pewter spoons. Another tried 
to roll a ball of gunshot along the 30- 
foot bottom, and another diver found 
pieces of scabbards. 

The spoons and scabbards were sent 
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area 


to Mendel L, Peterson, curator of the 
Armed Forces History department of the 
United States National Museum, Smith- 
sonian Institution in Washington, D.C. 
with a note: 

“Could you please tell us from what 
ship these have come, and whether there 
is any possibility of treasure aboard?” 

Peterson checked his files and found 
the spoons dated from the reign of Wil- 
liam IV, who ruled between 1830 and 
1837. The spoons, he said, were made of 
Brittania metal. 

As for the scabbard pieces, Peterson 
said they were part of a U.S. Naval 









SOG 
a “yore 


sword dating from 1825 to 1850. But his 
answer mentioned nothing of treasure, 
for there was not enough information. 

He returned the relics and told tli 
that additional information might be 
obtained through documents. He also 
gave them specific instructions on how 
to preserve the objects they had found. 

Peterson admits historical documents 
are important for accurate knowledge 
of the past. But he says history becomies 
more personal and more complete when 
combined with the sort of unrecorded 
information skin divers can contribute 
about shipping. 

“No one can deny the existence of an 
object,” he said. “The buttons and 
buckles, the cannons and gunshot that 
divers find represent the uttermost in 
authority, assuming they are not hoax: 

Then, he added, by way of warning: 
“It is more difficult to forge an object 
successfully than it is to forge a docu- 
ment successfully.” 

“We learn things that are not in the 
documents, and the documents help us 
relate information. Together, documents 
and underwater findings provide tie 
maximum of historical information,” « 
clares Peterson. 
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Salvaged objects may help identify 
nationality, period, and size of ship since 
the relics are compared against shipping 
records in the area. Sometimes factors 
are complicated when more than one 
ship may have sunk in the same spot, 
but in different periods. Then, cargoes 
may be confused with the only known 
wreck it the area. 

When Dr. and Mrs. George Crile, Jr., 
of Cleveland, Ohio, back in 1951, 
brought Peterson uniform buttons and 
coppe! coins found 25 miles southwest 
of Marathon, Fla., there was a coin from 
Sweden dated 1720, indicating the date 
after y hich the ship went down. 

When the Criles and E. R. Link, of 
Miami, Fla., returned to the site a year 
later, ‘hey found cannon barrels with 
the crowned rose emblem—a British sym- 
bol t! was not used after the death 
of Qucen Ann in 1744. 

Petcrson checked a register of British 


ships ost in America during the 18th 
century and found an entry ‘February 
%. 17 Looe, 44 gun, Capt. Anthony 
Uttiny, commanding, lost in America.” 
The reef where the wreck had been 
found was called Looe Reef, but at the 
time ihe significance had not been real- 


ized. Still later, Dr. and Mrs. Crile lo- 
cated a letter in London telling the en- 
tire story of how the ship had been 
sunk 

He then, is an example of com- 
bining underwater knowledge with avail- 
able documents to piece together the en- 
tire story. On the other hand documents, 


instead of relics, sometimes start the tale 
weaving. Many divers follow the charts 
and use electronic devices to locate the 
wrecks. Link, who has a 65-ton diesel 
called the “Sea-Diver,” uses this tech- 


nique, too. 
Most ships, as late as the middle of

They take time, and money. They 
take patience and occasional stirring, 
like any good recipe.

“If the preparations sound too compli- 
cated, and if you don’t want to keep 
the relics, marine archaeologists at the 
Smithsonian Institution will preserve

That is, if preservation practices are 


followed. Rule Number One, says Peter- 
son, is to put the object in fresh water, 
whether it be a river, or under a faucet, 
as soon as it is removed from salt water. 

Then the preservation process begins 
immediately. Sea salts are forced from 
the object and water that has seeped in- 
to the cells of wood is removed. Marine 
deposits that have encrusted iron must 
be broken away. Often metals are con- 
verted to iron oxide, silver sulphide, or 
copper acetate, particularly when rotting 
timber is nearby. For the water acts like 
an electric battery or electrolyte and sets 
up a reaction that converts the metals 
to their respective salts. Gold and lead 
are exceptions. They are not affected. 

But proper preservation practices re- 
move or convert corrosion to metals. 
Sometimes, when two metals have been 
next to each other, one has been pre- 
served without corrosion. A silver coin, 
for example, resting against an iron 
nail, is preserved instead of turning to 
sulphide. For the iron takes the brunt 
of the punishment of the electrolytic 
activity of the water. 

On the other hand, objects like por- 
celain, kiln-baked pottery and partially 
vitrified earthenware, are not electrical 
conductors. They are not physically de- 
stroyed. But, they are covered with sea 
growths that must be removed for proper 
preservation. A light tapping with a 
hammer will rid the object of some of 
the crust. An acid bath (recipe follows) 
will remove the rest. 

“All articles, at first, should be kept 
submerged in fresh water until a proper 
bath is prepared,” he emphasized. 


CONTAINER 


The container should be made of a 
stainless steel inner lining and may have 
wood on the outside, or be completely 
steel. A local carpenter could build the 
tank with a cover to fit and a plug 
opening to drain the solutions. If no lid 
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is provided, the container should be 
kept under shelter from rain to prevent 
thinning of the mixture. 


IRON 

Iron requires nine months to pre- 
serve, three solutions of 15 percent 
strong sodium hydroxide solutions (cost- 
ing 5c per pound), enough zinc (at 50c 
per pound) to cover the object twice, 
sulphuric acid (75c pound) to rinse 
twice, and enough paint or paraffin to 
coat the object. 

The first step: prepare a bath with 
fresh water and a 15 percent sodium 
hydroxide solution and soak object for 
three months. This neutralizes the 
harmful sea salts that have permeated 
the metal. 

Next: drain the tank and add a fresh 
solution of 15 percent sodium hydrox- 
ide and water. Place the relic in the 
solution and surround with chips of 
zinc metal. 

Within a few hours there will be a 
violent bubbling that will last for sev- 
eral days. This process reduces the metal 
corrosion to the metallic form. Allow 
the chemical transformation to develop 
for another three months. 

Then, follow the next directions care- 
fully. If instructions are misunderstood, 
an explosion may result. POUR INTO 
THE WATER a 5 percent solution of 
sulphuric acid to remove the coating. 
(NEVER POUR THE WATER INTO 
THE ACID.) Then, drain the water, 
and make a fresh solution of sodium hy- 
droxide adding another coating of zinc 
chips to cover the object. Three months 
later remove the formation of white 
phosphate again by POURING THE 
ACID INTO THE WATER. Then, 
drain the object and allow to dry. Re- 
member, never pour the water into the 
acid. 

The next and final step calls for seal- 
ing the surface of the metal from air to 
prevent additional corrosion. This is ac- 
complished by painting the iron with a 





synthetic resin liquid lacquer (« sting 
$8 per gallon) or dipping in hot p affin 
(costing 30c a pound) and drain 
that only a thin coating remains.

But objects made of organic subst inces 

(animal or plant) such as leather, wood, 


bone, or manila hemp must be treated 
if they have been immersed in watcr for 
any length of time. Otherwise, when 
they dry, they will completely disinte- 
grate. Removing the water that has 
absorbed by the cellular structure and 
replacing with paraffin is the basic jrob- 
lem. This is accomplished by dehy rat 
ing the object in successively stronger 
solutions of alcohol. Begin with water 
containing 10 percent alcohol.

The following week drain the bath 
and fill the tank again with water with 
the solution containing 20 percent «|co- 
hol. The following week, drain again, 
and soak in a 30 percent alcohol bath. 
Continue each week until the object is 
in a pure 100 percent alcohol batl—10 
weeks from the first dip. Soak this time 
for two weeks, and then drain and place 
object in pure xylene. Four weeks ter 
drain and soak in fresh xylene sprin- 
kling enough paraffin chips into the so- 
lution to cover the surface. Add _ the 
paraffin little by little, over a perio: of 
hours, until the edge of the vessel indi 
cates the solution is reaching saturation 
point. This occurs when recrystaliza‘ion 
takes place around the edge of the 
vessel. 

Leave the object in the paraffin stu 
rated solution for four weeks. Then re- 
move and drain the excess solution {10m 
the object. Use a soft brush to ren 
the excess paraffin from the object. 
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“The remainder of the paraffin will 
have replaced the water in the cells, and 
the relic will be free of any danger of 
disintegration, which otherwise would 
have occurred when exposed to air,” ex 
plaine:! Peterson.

Wit!) ceramics, the method depends 
upon “hether the material is fully vitri- 


fied porcelain, partially vitrified, or par- 
tially »aked native pottery. Fully vitri- 
fied porcelain will not suffer from sea 
water. But, to remove the iron stains 
and « -ral encrustations, soak the china 
in a s lution containing 10 percent sul- 
phur' acid until the stains disappear. 
This will take anywhere from one to 


threc days depending upon the age and 
cause of the marks.

To preserve the 
chins. soak in fresh water for four 
week. Then follow the same procedure 
as with fully vitrified porcelain by soak- 


ing in a solution of water containing 10 
perc sulphuric acid until the stains 
disay) ear. 

For native made pottery or partially 
bake! earthenware, prevent rapid dry- 
ing and crumbling by using a dehydrat- 
ing alcohol bath technique, suggested 
for organic substances. 

Any of these processes may be speed- 
ed up by using heat if a steam line is 


connected to the tank so that the solu- 
tion is kept warm. 
Peterson learned these preservation 


practices at the same time he learned to 
dive. This was after his first trip with 
Link in 1951. For, during the trip, he 
did not go underwater. In fact, he 
claims he served merely in the capacity 
of a historical footnote. But Peterson re- 
turned to Washington and enrolled in 
the Navy Diving School. 

He had been in the regular Navy, 
entering as an ensign in 1943. He was 
discharged as a senior lieutenant in 
1948. Then in 1952 he passed Navy 
Diving School tests by the score in pres- 
surized tanks to 10 atmospheres with 
pressure of 145 pounds per square inch. 
He was given mathematical problems to 
work before he went down—and told to 
bring back the answers when he came 
to the surface. Peterson did.

LIFTING SPEARFISHING BAN 


A recent vote of the Florida Upper 
Keys Chamber of Commerce indicated 
39%, of the participating members fa- 
vored lifting the spearfishing ban that 
has covered the upper keys the past 
two and a half years. In a series of 
three meetings conducted by _ the 
Kiwanis, Key Largo Civic Club and the 
Chamber of Commerce 375 merchants, 
fishing guides, motel operators and 
private citizens aired the spearfishing 
question and the culmination was the 
vote cast at the April 29 meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce. This _ vote 
tallied 52 members voting in favor of 
retaining the ban and 36 for abolition. 

A majority of the businessmen at 
these meetings seemed to oppose spear- 
fishing on the grounds that it alienated 
line fishermen and the upper keys econ 
omy thrives on its line fishermen. The 
consensus was that they welcomed skin 
diving archaeologists, biologists, photog- 
raphers and fish watchers, but spear- 
fishermen were taboo. Serge Birn, 
deputy president of the World Federa- 
tion of Underwater Activities, pointed 
out that the spearfisherman was also 
the archaeologist, biologist and photog: 
rapher whom they were trying to woo 
so it was unrealistic to try to ban half 
of his activities when he could go to 
other locations and enjoy his sport in 
its entirety. 

Dr. Louis Rivas, University of Miami 
ichthyologist, explained the fish habits 
of the area and concluded there are 54 
species in the area that are heavily 
fished by both types of sportsmen. As a 
remedy he suggested a species restriction 
for both spear and line anglers. All of 
the proponents of spearfishing agreed 
that restrictions are necessary and that

a bag limit on both types of fishermen 
would be an equitable arrangement. 
Both sides quoted freely from the 1956 
report of James Murdaugh, U of M 
Marine Lab, and recommendations of 
this report were presented by marine 
biologist James Higman. This report 
concluded that spearfishing was too 
small a portion of the total fishing in 
the area to do any appreciable damage 
and it recommended that areas be de- 
signated for spearfishing. 

One panelist pointed out that the 
spearfishing ban area is approximately 
60 miles long and the divers are simply 
launching from either end of the 
banned area and making an end run 
around the restriction, since the juris- 
diction extends only three miles out into 
the water. At present there is a plan 
to link the upper keys to Miami by 
series of bridges across Biscayne Bay 
which will enable spearmen to launch 
their boats ten miles closer to the reefs 
off the restricted area. 

Art McKee, famed diver of McKee’s 
Sunken Treasure, voiced the opinion 
that the conservation issue is a subter- 
fuge to cover the basic problem of who 
is going to get the fish—line fishermen 
or spearfishermen. 

H. V. Pappy Flood, president of the 
Southeast Council of Skin Diving Clubs, 
asks that letters from skin divers and 
skin diving organizations from all over 
the country be sent to the people of the 
upper keys informing them that because 
of the ban they are shunning the upper 
keys area for vacations.

Air embolism will usually cause death 
immediately. Decompression is the only 
treatment and this must be instituted 
without delay to prevent a fatal out- 
come 


Theoretically and experimentally 
(with animals) it has been shown that 
if the lungs (alveoli) are filled to their 
capacity with compressed air at a pres- 
sure equivalent to 41% feet in the water, 
and this pressure is released without a 
clear airway, the alveoli will rupture 
and the air will rush from these lung- 
air spaces into the vascular system and 
on to its place of damage. The usual 
picture of air embolism is sudden and 
complete collapse and/or convulsion of 
a diver upon getting out of the water. 
Almost invariably, air embolism will 
show itself as a “brain hit.” Remem- 
ber, the depth of the dive is unimpor- 
tant, and it is more likely to occur in 
the diver who is not experienced with 
underwater situations and more easily 
panic-stricken. 

li we follow the flow of blood from 
the lungs, we can better understand 
why there is almost always a “brain hit.” 
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When the bubbles of air enter the blood 
vessel system, they are carried by the 
stream of blood back to the left side 
of the heart. Here the air is likely to 
collect and if a large enough bubble 
forms in the main chamber of the heart, 
the heart will stop beating. But if the 
bubbles do not stop in the heart, they 
course into the largest blood vessel of 
the body, the aorta, which abruptly 
curves and courses down the middle of 
the chest into the abdomen. At the up- 
per side of this aortic arch, there are 
openings to the large vessels that supply 
blood to the head and neck region, in- 
cluding the brain. Since bubbles will 
always seek the highest point in any liq- 
uid (you have all noticed that the 
exhaust from your scuba seeks the sur- 
face, never goes down) these air bub- 
bles do the same in the blood stream. 
Therefore, as these bubbles enter the 
aortic arch they cling to the uppermost 
side of the vessel and are virtually 
sucked into the openings of the brain 
vessels. They then travel until the di- 
ameter of the vessel is smaller than the 
diameter of the bubble and there they 
stop—clogging the vessel and preventing 
any more blood from passing through 
to the area beyond. Brain tissue, with- 
out its oxygen-carrying blood will im- 
mediately start to die, and when these 
death changes take place, many nerve 
impulses are sent out and produce the 
symptoms described earlier in this ar- 
ticle. Nerve cells will die completely 
in as little as 5 to 7 minutes of com- 
plete oxygen deprivation. It is impera- 
tive that emergency measures be taken 












What is it? It's a Beradius bairdii 
(beaked whale) according to 
Dave Brown, aquarist at Marine- 
land of the Pacific. Responding 
with an answer only a couple days 
after the June issue was off the 
press, Brown said his identification 
was reached so fast because of the 
bulbous head with the protruding 
eyes of the large mammal and 
also the shape of the mouth with 
the long beak like appearance 
Questioning its identity with that 
of the bottle nose whale was dis- 
carded because this species has 
only been known to reach a length 
of 21 feet, while our friend here 
was estimated to have heen 40 
feet long. The Beradius bairdii 
(which by the way is so rare, 
there isn't a common name for it) 
is a natural habitant of the Bering 
Sea in the northern Pacific and 
this is believed to be only the sec- 
ond of the species washing ashore 
this far south.

(decompression) to reestablish this ob- 
structed blood flow. 

A word about the immediate care of 
the patient. An unconscious patient 
(stricken with diving gear using com- 
pressed air) must be given decompres- 
sion immediately. Every effort must be 
made to establish contact with the near- 
est treatment facilities and for trans- 
portation to this treatment area. A port- 
able recompression chamber would be 
a great asset in a situation like this for 
the initial therapy until you are able 
to transport the diver to a large cham- 
ber. 

Never attempt to put an unconscious 
man underwater into scuba gear. He 
will drown. 

If respiratory arrest is apparent, start 
artificial respiration without delay and 
do not stop until respiration is estab- 
lished, and this includes during his 
transportation to the chamber. 

Give oxygen if a ready supply is 
available. 

Keep his mouth and airway clear. 

I doubt very much that the head 
down position will do much good, for 
at this stage the bubbles have already 
done their work. Do not position the 
diver in such a way that artificial respi- 
ration cannot easily be administered. 
You must keep the diver breathing if 
there is any hope for survival.

HURRAH FOR LETHARGIC-TYPE CLUBS... 


A number of divers have been complaining lately that they 
have been unable to locate a diving club which doesn’t spend 
more time talking about diving than actually hitting the water. 
This complaint is neither new nor unique, and I’m getting awfully 
tired of hearing it voiced. 

Excluding those clubs in areas where, during winter months, 
they are more or less forced to discuss diving, thanks to in- 
clement weather conditions, let’s examine the other side of this 
brass coin. 

Although you seldom hear much said or read much written 
about it, there are many people who become quite fascinated 
with diving yet whose sundry physical inabilities to stand even 
mild pressure prevent them from joining the sport as active 
participants. To this group add the individuals whose psycho- 
logical fears also preclude the immediate possibility of their 
becoming divers. 

Then, consider that even less publicized category—those 
divers who, despite having once been active and having garnered 
quite a bit of underwater experience, can no longer dive due 
to injuries sustained either in the water or on land. To this 
unfortunate mob add the fringe element of people who can dive 
but only under very limited circumstances and conditions. 

It's been my experience—and I base this experience upon 
discussions and investigations pertaining to the above groups 
over a period of some ten years—that all of these folk prefer 
to be members of clubs wherein the majority of the membership 
are fortunate enough to be active divers, able to enjoy the sport 
with only the sensible conditions of caution and safety limitations 
bounding their dives. 

So, then, what’s wrong with a club that spends more time 
discussing diving rather than actually planning diving projects, 
if that club allows these people the opportunity to enjoy vicar- 
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iously the accomplishments of the active divers, be they only one 
active-diver to every three onlooking-divers? 

I'll tell you what’s wrong: absolutely nothing. 

In one instance, I know of a well-built, intelligent oung 
man who suffers a psychological fear of being underwater Tp 
my knowledge he is doing everything advisable to correc: this 
fear even though, at this present moment, he still cannot ring 
himself to dive. Thanks to his enthusiasm for organized « iving 
and his sincere love of things underwater, he serves a ver: use. 
ful purpose as a booster for the sport. His greatest p!: asure 
is obtained from simply sitting around at his club’s me-tings 
and talking about diving. Recently, he made another d ver a 
gift of some $250.00 worth of equipment. Now, is this chap 
to be considered a drag on the club only because he is”’t in 
the water regularly? Not in my book. He’s an asset to the ‘port, 
he’s an asset to the commercial interests whose businesses have 
helped immeasurably to develop the diving sport in this c .ntry 
and he’s an asset to his particular club—personal proble \s or 
not—since his basic interest in the world of underwater a  ‘ivity 
cannot help but strengthen any club’s future. 

I know the argument can be raised: “Yeh, but diving -lubs 
are supposed to be comprised of divers.” True. At one time 
there were so few people aware of skin diving—usuall. just 
those scattered divers who had stumbled onto the pasi:me— 
that a club tended to comprise itself of very active me: sbers. 
Times change. So do conditions. And it’s quite possibl that 
it’s now time for a better, slightly-widened type of divin; club 
to come into existence to match the increased interest all 
kinds of people in the skin diving world. 

I say, bully for those lethargic-type clubs where a gu: can 
comfortably park his hindend in a good chair, punch open 
another beer and spend the evening enjoyably yakking ip a 
storm about diving—past, present and future. 

I won’t touch upon the equally enchanting subject of Club 
Snobbery because, as everybody knows, you must be a sn >b at 
heart to want to belong to a club in the first place. Anc who 
am I to rashly discuss Snobbery with experienced snobs?

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6 kee work of many years of Kate 
Miller, Chairman of the Women’s 
Underwater Spearfishing Committee, 
culminated at last in the 1958 Women’s 
Open Invitational Spearfishing Compe- 
tition sanctioned by the AAU at West 
End, Grand Bahama Island. Only four 
teams participated. In 1959 each asso- 
ciation is invited to send two teams to 
the First National Women’s Underwa- 
ter Spearfishing Championship. 

For those unfamiliar with the com- 
petitive end of women’s spearfishing, 
1957 saw the first Pacific Coast Spear- 
fishing event for the gals. Five teams 
participated in a three-hour dive for 
edible fish, using no underwater breath- 
ing apparatus. Each team is comprised 
of two divers in the women’s competi- 
tions. 


In 1958, the two Pacific Coast teams 
of the Southern Pacific Association, the 
Santa Monica Sea Lancers, 1958 Cham- 
pions, Toby Schreiber and Mary Math- 
ers, and the Mermaids of California, 
1957 Champions, Ellen Rogers and 
Lillian Kemble, were assisted financially 
to make the coast-to-coast trek by dona- 
tions from various afficionados of the 
sport; however, most of the travel ex- 
pense was borne by each competitor. 
The round-trip bus fare was $126 each 
from Los Angeles to West Palm Beach, 
Florida; the plane ticket from there to 
West End, $18. Other expenses per per- 
son were about $5 per day. We were 
determined to participate and could 
not afford any other means of travel. 


Free-lance photographer Babs Jones 
of Malibu, California, accompanied the 
teams on the cross-country jaunt. 

Many friends and relatives were at 
the L.A. bus station to see us off, and 
wish us success. We were supposed to 
board a bus going straight through to 
New Orleans, but after standing in a 
hot, jammed line for more than two 
hours were put on the “6th section”. 
Around 2 a.m, we stopped for 15 min- 
utes in sweltering Riverside for a coke. 
After what seemed like forty winks we

were told to change buses after break- 
fast in Phoenix, Arizona. Another bus 
change in El Paso, another in Pecos, 
finally a sceni-cruiser from Pecos to New 
Orleans. Candy from Ellen’s husband 
and from Mrs. Kemble lasted until New 
Orleans on the third day. I was the 
envy of all, returning from a hasty visit 
with Bill Kemble, my brother, and his 
wife, Maxine, in Beaumont, Texas, hav- 
ing showered and changed into fresh 
clothes. The four forgave me, as Max- 
ine had fried four chickens for us to 
munch along the way. These served for 
a breakfast the following morning when 
that stop was eliminated from the bus 
schedule. The trip from New Orleans 
to Mobile, Mobile to Pensacola, and 
Pensacola to West Palm Beach was 
made on three different buses. The 
whole trip took four arduous, back- 
breaking days and nights. 

At West Palm Beach we were met by 
Mary Mather’s mother and sister who 
live in Florida. We went to a motel,

showered and changed into clean 
clothes, then had a leisurely lun:': be. 
fore driving to the airport. Wh e we 
were waiting for the plane, a __ reeze 
sprang up, moving the damp wai a air 
gustily. Presently it began to pow Coy. 
ered by umbrellas, we dashed to »oard 
the plane as the rain slackenec and 
were soon winging over Palm > cach, 
then the deep blue Atlantic, ar iving 
at West End half an hour later. After 
going through the British custom, we 
were taxied to the Grand Bahama “lub, 
greeted by Sylvia O’Reagan and Ray 
Wardell (Social Directors) and »s:ttled 
in our light, modern rooms. 

We met Buzz Campbell (GBC Living 
Shop Manager, and Meet Director and 
some of the Neptunes—men’s team {from 
California—accepted an invitation to a 
get-together before dinner, and hasiened 
to the water that beckoned a few yards 
from the Club. Soon we were |azily 
cruising the crystal clear, warm water, 
ogling conch, sea urchins, coral and 
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hundr ds of small brilliant fish. Sudden- 
ly we ‘ound a $3-foot barracuda circling 
about six feet away. As we had not 
taken spearguns along just to go sight- 
seeing we kept a wary eye on the 
toothy rascal as we headed back for 
shore, once again feeling relaxed and 
invigorated. 


Quick shower, into dinner dress, and 
off to the get-together where everyone 
talked at once. The Neptunes had al- 
ready spent a couple of days diving and 
we wanted to know what to expect, es- 
pecially about the sharks. Too soon, all 
reluctantly adjourned for dinner. All 
the meals were superb, this one in- 
duded baked grouper speared that day 
by the Neptunes. 

Early to bed and up with the sun for 
a quick breakfast in the spacious coffee 
shop, then off by boat for the cays and 
our first spearfishing. (All except “yours 
truly,” who slept in, then dived off- 
shore). The three girls and Buzz re- 
turne! with many fish and exciting 
stories of the beautiful conditions. Toby, 
despite a lacerated knee, speared a 
twenty-six pound grouper. We dived 
again he following day and began prac- 
ticing tactics to pursue during competi- 
tion. 

As the other divers began to arrive 
at th’ Club after each flight, there was 
much comradery and _ excitement 
checking over equipment. 

We went out with CBS photographers 
for underwater movies for later news 
teleas’, free diving and spearing group- 
€r in 35 feet of clear water.

Several times we enjoyed cooling dips 
in the Olympic-size salt-water pool, fore- 
going diving off the high board, for we 
could ill afford any injuries. Several 
excursions were made to other parts of 
of the island. The “village” had several 
shops where we bought clothing, straw 
hats and shells. One night, after listen- 
ing to a Trinidad steel drummer, Spar- 
row, Toby decided she had to have a 
drum. Sparrow, who also makes the 


.drums, agreed to part with one for $30. 


On one trip to the village, we had lunch 
in the patio of the Hope Bight Lodge, 
and were entertained by the owner’s 
British wit. There always seemed to be 
an interested, friendly group in the 
lounge of the Grand Bahama Club, 
ready to swap diving stories, in what- 
ever language they spoke. We made 
valiant attempts to communicate con 
los Mexicanos y Cubanos, sefiores muy 
afficionados. In the evening we danced, 
and were entertained with calypso and 
South American music. 


Rules of the ship-based event were 
settled, and divers were briefed at a 
meeting of the women divers and off- 
cials, presided over by Harold Aycock, 
Miami AAU official. Each team was as- 
signed to a boat, safety man, AAU of- 
ficial, and a guide. 

The evening prior to the meet found 
us getting gear in order, with many 
extras, as we expected to break arba- 
lete rubbers and wishbones, and bend 
shafts out of shape. In the morning, 
after a full-sized breakfast in the main 
dining room, we were bound for Sandy 


Cay, seven miles from the West End 
dock. On Ellen 
structed Pappy Flood and Oliver Shipp, 


the way, and I in- 
safety man and AAU official in our boat, 
on procedures we hoped to follow dur- 
ing the three-hour meet. At the start- 
ing gun, 10 a.m., we plopped into the 
water and began searching for the eli- 
gible fish—grouper, hogfish, snapper and 
barracuda. Soon Ellen surfaced with a 
beautiful Nassau grouper on her spear, 
handing it up to the men in the boat. 
They handed her other arbalete to her, 
tagged the fish, removed it from the 
spear, and re-inserted the shaft in readi- 
ness for the next dive. I speared a nice 
hogfish, then another, then spotted a 
good-sized grouper and called to Ellen, 
as I had my single-rubber gun at that 
time and felt it might not be powerful 
enough. She took a deep breath and 
dived about 25 feet to the low reef, 
fired—a beautiful kill shot—and pulled 
it out of the cave before surfacing. No 
artificial breathing apparatus was used 
or is permitted in the competitions. Our 
only mishaps—Ellen could not free a 
shaft that had lodged in the coral, and 
I lost a speartip twice and was unable 
to find it the second time. In _ the 
choppy current due to the wind we kept 
drifting and swimming away from each 
other and the boat, and had to stop 
hunting frequently to get back together. 
We continued until the flag signifying 
the end of the meet was hoisted, boarded 
the boat and headed back for the dock. 
While returning, we surveyed our catch 
and speculated how it would compare 
with that of the other three teams. On 
the dock we watched closely as our fish 
were put on the scales and the weights 
recorded. Our combined catch totaled 
eleven fish, weighing 10334 lbs., which 
we felt would take first place after look- 
ing over the others. Ellen’s individual 
aggregate was a whopping 7114 lbs., 
and mine the balance. 

At the presentation dinner we were 
all awarded our trophies, gold medals, 
sterling silver cups, and a lovely silver 
fish-shaped dish by the Club Nautico 
Mexicano. Best of all, as defending 
champions, we were invited back again 
to participate in the 1959 competition. 

We returned to Los Angeles on dif- 
ferent days and by various modes of 
transport with our trophies, photos, and 
wonderful memories. We told and re- 
told experiences, saw Owen Churchill’s 
films of the competitions, pored over 
photos, and once again became accus- 
tomed to the comparatively chilly Pa- 
cific Ocean. 

It is the hope of us all that women 
from all the other Associations will send 
teams to participate in the fun and 
sport of the 1959 national event, for it is 
an unforgettable, thrilling experience. >» 
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PANAMA CITY, FLORIDA—Eighty stitch- 
es were required to sew up skin diver Ernie 
Grover after an encounter with a 10-12 foot 
shark. The marine biology student at Gulf- 
coast Community College suffered wounds on 
his legs, back and hands. Relating his en- 
counter to a local newspaper, he said it felt 
like a ship had run over him. 

“This big boy got my left leg and a por- 
tion of my back in one bite. I could feel 
my back and leg in his mouth. I fought him 
off with my fingernails gouging the inside of 
his mouth. I had shot two good sized ling, 
but both had wiggled off the spear. The 
water was full of blood from the ling I had 
wounded. I believe the shark thought I was 
a wounded fish. As soon as the shark hit 
me, I disengaged the spear shaft from the 
gun and stuck the monster several times, but 
the spear wouldn't penetrate his tough hide. 
I threw the spear away and ran my hands 
into the shark’s mouth. I was gouging and 
trying to pry that big mouth loose. That’s 
how I cut my hands. My fingernails must 
have injured the shark, because he turned 
me loose.” 


RESEDA, CALIFORNIA—The recent 48 
hour underwater endurance record set by 
four Navy frogmen has been broken—by a 
woman no less. Mrs. Alberta (Grusd) Jones 
topped the Navy men’s two-day stint under- 
water by two hours and some minutes, by 
remaining underwater 50 hours, 2 minutes 
and 43 seconds. The feat was accomplished 
in a pool in Reseda with the water tempera- 
ture upped to between 91 and 94 degrees.

LAKE MICHIGAN—On a recent Sunday 
dive Don Spiering, of the Sub-Mariners, had 
a unique experience.

MONTANA—Spearfishing is now legal in 
certain Montana waters. Regulations were 
adopted recently by the Fish and Game Com- 
mission under a 1959 session law legalizing 
this activity. Three types of rough fish can 
now be speared by rubber or spring-powered 
spearguns when the fisherman is swimming 
or submerged in waters designated. West of 
the Continental Divide suckers and squaw- 
fish can be speared and east of the Divide 
suckers and carp. The areas listed in the 
spearfishing regulations are those designated 
in the 1959-1960 fishing map. This new reg- 
ulation became effective May 24, 1959.

Navy helicopter in retrieving the targets 
which were fouled by their parachute 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—Skin divers carrying 
color cameras will watch the sea bottom this 
summer as containers of make-believe radio- 
active waste are dumped into 50 feet of wa- 
ter off the New England coast. Instead of 
real atomic ashes, the packages will contain 
a dye that will tint the water a distinctive 
shade if a package leaks. The divers will 
work in water off Martha’s Vineyard check- 
ing to see if the containers remain intact, 
break open, gradually disintegrate or become 
buried in the ocean bottom sediment. Other 
data will be gathered on containers of actual 
radioactive waste dumped in 300 feet of wa- 
ter about 20 miles off Boston harbor. No 
diving will be done in this area. Instead, 
teams aboard a survey vessel will pul! sam- 
ples up from the sea floor and test them on 
deck for radioactivity. 


ALBION, NEW YORK—State police skin 
divers will search an abandoned water filled 
stone quarry for a safe. The search follows 
the discovery by skin divers recently of 4 
100 pound safe door. The door may have 
been taken from a safe stolen last November 
according to the county sheriff's depart nent.

“Thus, the 
victim's chest is squeezed, followed by a 
relaxation which creates an effect simi 
lar to artificial respiration. 

The chance of the victim’s recovering 
is in proportion to the time that it 
takes for him to receive his first breath 
of air after his loss of breathing. Thus, 
the small amount of squeeze adminis 
tered by the diver while bringing the 
victim to shore may mean the difference 
between life and death. 

Throughout the course we continually 
strive to implant the idea to relax when 
diving. Again and again we are faced 
with the fact that panic under the water 
is the main cause of injuries. ‘To get 
our idea across, we stress the importance 
of relaxing at each lesson and then 
again when the student has gone through 
a tension-producing situation, such as 
having his faceplate flooded in the pool. 
Our first question after such a situation 
is to ask if he had remembered to re 
lax. During the four pool sessions most 
students are able to develop this relaxed 
attitude to the point where they can

Tossing the diving game around at a pre- 
lecture supper this May 6, Council officers 
turned fascinated ears to views expressed by 
Wally Bennett—who makes his living as a 
photographer for the Washington Bureau of 
Time Magazine. As you may have noticed, 
Wally collaborated with Clay Blair, Jr. who is 
a writer for the Saturday Evening Post on a 
two-part article that appeared in fall issues of 
that magazine. Wally shot over 600 color pic- 
tures of an expedition to the waters off the 
Yucatan Peninsula of Mexico, hunting for a 
sunken treasure ship. They found the ship— 
but the value of the treasure they brought to 
the surface was greatest to archaeologists. Ex- 
perts at the Smithsonian Institution are still 
trying to determine exactly what the ship is 
and where she was going, but early evidence 
indicates it was a British merchantman, 
bound for the colonies and loaded with trade 
goods rather than returning gold. The ship, 
which sank almost on the beach near Quin- 
tana Roo about 1740, was apparently carry- 
ing no ballast. Chests full of pewter belt 
buckles were discovered on the wreck .. . 
and there are so many around that an occa- 
sional overturned pebble on the shore re- 
veals another specimen.

Thousands of tantalizingly clear and 
sparkling beads were found secured in coral- 
bound chests, and with trembling hands 
Wally and Clay scooped them up for return 
to shore and a tension-filled appraisal.

tives an guests, Dr. Cross talked about the 
need for saving lives through simple and 
immedia'e action in the event of near-suffo- 
cation. Dr. Cross is a nationally known au- 


thority on artificial resuscitation who recent- 
ly developed a simple and effective device to 
encourage lung-to-lung revival attempts. Made 
of buoyant plastic and stainless steel, the de- 
vice can easily be packed away in a diving 
kit. It feeds air to a victim through a short 
tube and face-fitting mask, eliminating mouth 
contact for this rapid system of resuscitation. 

The Council’s 24-hour diving information 
service was initiated on May 12. A few flicks 
of the telephone dial, and area underwater 
enthusiasts will be able to coordinate weekend 
diving activity at a common location and pre- 
arranged time. Council members will be noti- 
fied by mail of the telephone number. 

A warm welcome is extended by President 
Van Buskirk to several new clubs added to 
the roster in April . . . the Naval Research 
Laboratory Skin Diving Club, headed by 
David L. Ringwalt and secretaried by James 
Robinson, and the Annandale Skin Diving 
Club, with Jack Chappell sitting in the pres- 
ident’s chair and Jerry Parsons (108 Raleigh 
Avenue, Annandale, Va.) taking care of the 
secretary’s duties. 

On the first Saturday in April the ASDC 
proudly wrapped up a training course for 
52 new divers. Representing all member 
clubs, the graduates were presented with a 
diploma by safety officer-assistant instructor 
James Slater, who has been putting in some 
long hours keeping the program rolling.

RHODE ISLAND 
COUNCIL REPORTS 
By JOHN J. McANIFF

Interest is running extremely high this year 
with the Atlantic Northeast Championships 
scheduled for June 2ist at Newport. This 
year’s competition has a potential of more 
than fifty teams and the running of the meet 
is no small undertaking. With the tremendous 
cooperation being received by the Rhode 
Island Council from its various member clubs, 
we can almost guarantee a most successful 
day of competition for all competitors. 


Fast on the heels of the Atlantic Northeast 
will come another competition equally im- 
portant to all Rhode Island Divers—the Rhode 
Island Individual Spearfishing Championship, 
which will be open to all residents of the 
state including the many members of the 
armed services who are stationed at Rhode 
Island installations. This open meet will be 
held at the same location as last year, the 
Sachuest Point Naval Reservation at Middle- 
town, R. I., on July 18th. Briefing for the 
meet will be held at the site at precisely 11:00 
a.m. with the meet scheduled to start at 1 p.m. 
and lasting till 4 p.m. Based on advance in- 
quiries we anticipate a turnout of about 100 
divers for this event. 


An open letter has just been received so- 
liciting skin divers for aid in marine biological 
research at the University of Rhode Island. 
The proposed diving operations will continue 
throughout this summer season and facilities 
will be made for payment of the divers on 
either a full- or part-time schedule. All inter- 
ested divers are requested to contact Prof. 
R. D. Wood, University of Rhode Island, 
Kingston, R. I. 

The headlines of New England newspapers 
during the past two weeks have been hard 
put to keep up with the progress of one Bill 
Georges who suffered an almost fatal case 
of the bends in an exploratory set of dives 
on the German U-Boat, U-353, which has 
been resting in 130 feet of water off Block 
Island, R. I. To illustrate how easily such 
stories can be misconstrued, the following is 
an almost verbatum quote of one of the first 
radio bulletins to go out concerning this case: 
“Early this morning the U. S. Navy raced to 
the aid of a seventy-year-old skin diver 
stricken with the diver’s disease oxygen nar- 
cosis while diving in 190 feet of water off 
Block Island. (At least they got the location 
right). Faulty diving apparatus is believed to 
have been the cause of this accident.” If 
we may take the privilege, some of this data 
needs correction.—The diver involved was not 
a skin diver but rather a hard-hat professional, 
51 years old, suffering from a repeat attack 
of Caisson’s Disease, better known as the 
“Bends”. The man had made two successive 
dives in the hard-hat rig to a depth of about 
130 feet, then it is alleged that he ignored 
the necessary decompression tables and rose 
to the surface much faster than was proper. 
Total amount of time on the bottom was not 
available at the time of this writing, but re- 
liable sources have indicated that it exceeded 
one hour. It is also reported that this is only 
one of many times that this same diver has 
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required decompression. Fortunately most of 
the erroneous data in the initial report was 
corrected in ensuing releases on the man’s 
progress. Though this man’s experience serves 
as a fine object lesson for all divers, hard-hat 


or scuba, we certainly hope that, better late 
than not at all, he may now benefit from 
his experience. 

The most impressive sidelight of the entire 
matter is the role played by the U. S. Navy 
in this ca‘e. For the man in question, it was 
very fori:nate that the Navy happens to 
have a tcompression chamber for its own 
use at th’ Underwater Ordnance Station Div- 
ing Detacument on Gould Island in Narra- 
gansett  y. The diving medic at this in- 


stallation s one Lt. Hopper who, with his 
men wer the entire 62-hour period of de- 
compress 1, completely without sleep, and, 
further, ¢ man was also fortunate to have 
the Nav’ Air Station at Quonset Point, R. I. 
so near hand, for it was this unit that 
supplie: o helicopters and crews to rush 
a spec formula helium/oxygen mixture 
to the nber for treatment purposes. 

A pr letter of commendation is going 
forth fr the Rhode Island Council praising 
each of -he men who worked on this case. 
Once a. in the U. S. Navy and its personnel 
have ev ibited the excellent sense of duty 
beyond -lf that has long been a part of all 
the mi!'*.ry services. 

A rec. nt report that interest in the sport 


of skin diving has grown to the point of 
approxi: ately eight million persons in the 
U. S., , ompts me to issue a call to all in- 


dividua! skin divers within our state to write 
the R. Council immediately if they wish 
to cont*.t one of the many very active clubs 
of Rho‘e Island. The council will happily 
pass on any and all information to you re- 
garding clubs in your neighborhood. Most 
of these clubs offer training for newcomers 
as well as fine diving companionship and 
loads o! social fun to their members. Club, 
Counci! and National (USA) affiliation can 
be a valuable asset to the individual skin 
diver. Join and enjoy yourself. -

These clubs con 
stitute the majority of divers and as a group 
combine to form the NJCofDC. 


John Brown, chairman of the Council, has 
expressed his willingness to assert the coun 
cil’s position in this issue. John is a much 
respected diver and as chairman he speaks 
for all the divers in the council. With this 
I turn the column over to John. 

“In late summer of 1957 the New Jersey 
Council of Diving Clubs, which has come to 
represent the majority of organized skin div- 
ing and spearfishing clubs in the state, passed 
the following resolution: 

‘The NJCofDC will not sponsor within the 
state of New Jersey any spearfishing meel, 
the purpose of which is the taking of fish, 
nor will it sanction any of its members pat 
ticipating in any such spearfishing meet out-

side of the State of New Jersey in the name 
of the council or in the name of any member 
clubs.’ 


“This resolution was passed because it is 
the belief of the NJCofDC, through experi- 
ence, that competitive spearfishing meets, as 
they are now being conducted under A.A.U. 
rules, do more harm than good for the sport. 

“We realize that a certain amount of luck 
is involved in the winning of any contest in 
any sport, however, the percentage of luck 
determining the winner of present spearfish- 
ing meets is far greater than it should be if 
we are to regard ourselves as truly competi- 
tive sportsmen, sportsmen who choose their 
champion not by his amount of luck, but by 
his skill, versatility, and physical prowess. 

“We shall not dwell on the ‘safety kick’ 
or the ‘holier than thou’ conservation issue, 
although they definitely do have their points. 
We know that the A.A.U. is trying for 
Olympic recognition of our sport and we 
would like to see that also, but feel that the 
chances are slim as things go now. Spear- 
fishing would, to the best of our knowledge, 
be the only Olympic contest in which a mass 
weight of live animals was killed in the name 
of sport. 

“The NJCofDC knows 
must have a champion. Spearfishing cham- 
pions should be determined not by total 
weight caught in a short period of time such 
as in spearfishing meets, but by the largest 
fish during the course of a season. The 
NjCofDC believes that the latter type of 
competition not only goes further toward 
proving a spearfishing champion, but will 
also encourage conservation, a point which 
is far too often forgotten by ALL types of 
fishermen. 

“At the U.S.A. convention in Boston we 
learned that Serge Birn, Chairman of the 
A.A.U., a gentleman whom we regard very 
highly, is working on a set of rules for 
competitive SKIN DIVING rather than com- 
petitive SPEARFISHING. We would like to 
see this plan of Mr. Birn’s carried to fruition. 

“We know that the above opinions are not 
exclusively or originally ours, because they 
are also held by some of the oldest and most 
experienced divers in this country. 

“May we hear from others on this subject 
—pro or con?”

One of the newest clubs in the Southeast 
Council of Skin Diving Clubs upset a field 
of 14 entries to cop the Miami Open Spear- 
fishing Tournament by a margin of seven 
points. The Miami Spearmen team consist- 
ing of Jack Kearns, Al Riddle and Harold 
Hudson took top honors in the hogfish, 
grouper and snapper divisions; second place 
for jack and snapper; third in snapper and 
grouper and fourth in the jack class for a 
total of 26 points. The top seeded Miami 
Skin Divers placed second with 19 points 
and an added starter, the Glub Glubs, took 
the show position with 7.5 points. 

The wind blew consistently for a week 
prior to the tournament and at the scratch 
meeting many of the clubs wanted to post- 
pone the contest for a week, but a bare ma- 
jority voted to hold the meet as scheduled. 
Sunday morning, April 26, 0900, the contest 
was kicked off at Fowey Light with a 10-15 
mile wind from the east and gin-clear water 
with underwater visibility of 100 feet. The 
contest area was the 12 mile stretch from 
Fowey Light to Pacific Light and some of 
the teams traveled as much as 75 miles, but 
the winners stayed on the 50-60 foot deep 
ocean reef within two miles of the starting 
point. 

Although the Miami Spearmen Club is 
new to the SEC the individual members are 
well known in skin diving circles. Jack 
Kearns, son of the famous fight promoter,

has participated in many tournaments as a 
member of the Miami Skin Divers and other 
clubs. Al Riddle recently returned to civilian 
life after a tour of duty with the Coast Guard 
on Carysfort light and he is a former mem- 
ber of the Mola Mola International skin 
diving team. Ex-frogman Harold Hudson 
had never fished with the other members of 
this team prior to this contest and this was 
his first tournament since returning from 
the U.S. Navy. 

Second place Miami Skin Divers Don Del 
Monico, Paul Dammann and Eugene Shinn 
were odds-on favorites to win this contest, but 
their luck was bad from the first fish, which 
was a 15 pound grouper shot by Shinn. As

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soon as the spear hit the fish a seven foot 
black tip shark took it off the spear for a 
free meal. Shortly after this an eight foot 
hammerhead was seen feeding on the sur- 
face close to the spot, but there was no en- 
counter with this fish. This same Skin Diver 
team placed second in the 1958 AAU Na- 
tional Championship after winning the state 
and regional meets by large margins. 

The Miami Glub Glubs were uncertain 
that they would field a team and their team 
of Roger Yost, Mario Ornelas and Fred 
Wellborn was the last to qualify for the 
event. There was a special trophy for the 
highest team from the Palm Beach area 
which went to the Fin Diver team of Jim 
Harding, Fred Surber and Harold Drake.

CALIFORNIA COUNCIL 
OF DIVING CLUBS

When the California Council of Diving 
Clubs was originally founded in 1950 it was 
the first diving council formed in the United 
States. At that time the title seemed fitting. 
Now, however, it appears that the name is a 
bit misleading. Due to the large area of the 
state of California and the distances involved, 
we feel it is impossible for any one council 
to speak for the entire state. Furthermore, 
other councils in other areas have since been 
formed, such as the San Diego Council of 
Diving Clubs and the Central California 
Council of Diving Clubs. The titles of these 
other councils indicate the areas they repre- 
sent. 

At the June 29 meeting the member clubs 
will vote on the proposed name change and 
adoption of the new name, “Greater Los 
Angeles Council of Diving Clubs.” It is felt 
that this name would be more representative 
for all clubs of the counties surrounding and 
adjacent to Los Angeles County. 

It is then proposed that each of the other 
councils submit a three-man Board of Gover- 
nors to meet to discuss a merger of all coun- 
cils under the tentative name of Pacific-South- 
western Federation of Diving Councils. This 
Board of Governors desires to represent the 
divers of all California as well as possibly 
Nevada and Arizona. 

Other news items: Bob Manicki of the 
Long Beach Neptunes has been appointed 
safety director. Dick Barnett of the Newport 
Harbor Sub Mariners has been appointed 
treasurer pending elections. 

Also, our council is pioneering the first 
actual complete analysis of pure air. Due to 
the excellent efforts of our Pure Air Com- 
mittee, headed by Joe Marshall of the Gulls 
and Buoys Club, all diving clubs, diving 
stores, and anyone concerned is at this 
time being notified as to the result of the 
committee findings. This topic has been under 
discussion and has been worked on by our 
council since 1952. These results are a com- 
bination agreement of the Navy, Scripps 
Institution, many manufacturers, and univer- 
sities. We will appreciate your comments or 
suggestions especially as to simple inexpen- 
sive methods of checking these specifications. 

Future articles pertaining to our council 
activities will be written by our publicity 
director, Bill Barada, who was instrumental 
in the founding of this council and was also 
first president. om
